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IMMIGRATION AND LAND 
VALUES 

Referring again to the immigration 
question the Calgary Herald tenders 
its respects to the Bulletin and says: 
“Whether a Government can honestiy 
be said to produce conditions which 
were in existence before it assumed 
the reins of office may be doubted.” 

Quite right. The Herald may rest 
assured that nothing is farther from 
the Bulletin’s intention than to claim 
for the present administration the 
credit for the conditions which o0d- 
tained in the west prior to 1896. The 
distinction that attaches to that era of 
blight and stagnation belongs unques- 
tionably and unreservedly to the Gov- 
ernment which was honored by the 
Herald’s support. Liberals neither 
envy nor deny their pojitical oppon- 
ents the distinction of having propar 
gated the po.i_y which fo>ace.aje doo n- 
ec the most fertiic half of the vVo- 
minion to unpeopied and unproductive 
solitude. Nor would they covet or min- 
imize the consequences. of that 
policy—consequences rever more apt- 
ly epitomized than in the statement 
of the Heraid that during the last 
year of Conservative ruie, just 49 set- 
tlers entered the Canadian Wst. 

The Herald however, sizes up the 
present situation correctiy when it 
says: “So long as the tide of settle- 
“ment is as strong as it ig today there 
“tig no danger of ‘‘the financia: panic’ 
“which our contemporary suggeésis.”’ 
So long as the incoming actual settlers 
continue to outnumber by overwhelm- 
ing majority the immigrating specu- 
jators, so long will a ‘panic’ in land 
yajues be impossible—so long and no 
jouger.- Hence the necessity of conticu- 
ing the aggressive immigration pouicy 
which has alone been found capable of 
securing the settlers and the frees 
homestead policy which has been and 
is the standing inducement to the set- 
tiers. “Hence also the fatality te-west- 
ern Jand values end western prosperity 
of the proposals of the Herald’s parlia- 
mentary friends; proposals that the 
immigration policy should be aban- 
dcned.and the free homestead pojicy 
suspended. The market vajue of land 
depends on the demand for land and 
the demand for western land is creatod 
and maintained by the continuous im- 
migration of men who want land to 
cultivate. Should the immigration of 
settlers cease, or should the propor- 
tion of settlers to speculators be re- 
versed, the demand for jand would les- 
sen and the vajue of land would shrink 
accordingly. The justification of west- 
ern land yalues depends, as the Horald 
suggests, on the continuance of immi- 
gration. The abandonment of ihe im- 


migration policy, which the Herald's | 


friends propose, means the destruction 


of those values.

COUNCILS AND COMMISSIONS | 


The Calgary city council has decided 
to abolish the system of city govern- 
meént by commigicners as this has been 
known in Calgary and igs known in 

Edmonton and will replace the board 
by two members of the city council. 
Commenting on the change the Alber- 
tan gays:— 

“After many years of sad and cost- 
ly experience, a commission was found 
necessary in order that there might be 


continuity in municipal administration | 


and because it had been found that 
aldermen could not devote their atten- 
tion to the details of business. 


“For that reason the commission was! 


appointed, of men who might be con- 
tinuous, and whose office made it ne- 


bos lf oes 
essary for them to have a knowledge 
oi the details of civic administration. 
“The council has not dealt fairiy 
‘with the commission. Being largely 
composed of Aldermen with no munici- 
pal experience, many of them resented 
the fact that any others should have 
charge of the petty trifling details of 
otfice. The aldermen obstructed, op- 
posed, embarrassed the commission at 
every turn, even though the commis- 
sioners did their work well and made 
no” mistakes. One example wilt be sul- 
ficient: The commissioners, after care- 
fuland thorough congiceration . re- 
commended that certain concessions 
asked for by the Dominion Meat Com- 
pany be granted. The council though 
having an Opportunity of acjuainting 
themselves with ali tne facis, turnea 
the recommendation down without the 
courtesy of ordinary discussion. <A 
few weeks later the applicants appear- 
ed before the whole ccuncil and stat- 
ed their case, though not as clearly 
or ~wninutely ag the commission had 
done. The members of the councii 
reversed their decision without a dis- 
senting voice.”’ ; 
In tne game connection the Herald 


ee eee 


sets ttn esinesatoencstsieaiti 


says in part:— 

“Some questioned the wisdom of es- 
tabushing tnis body to do tne execu- 
tive work, which had hitherto pelonged 
to the council. Several of the aiaer- 
men considered it led to an unneces- 
sary delegation of duties which pro- 
periy belonged to tne committees. 
here are tnoge who have doubted the 
wisdom of incurcing the expense of the 
new machinery. 

“Ags ihe months wear away the objec- 
‘tors are multiplying. The problem is 
now, not the weakness of the commis- 
sion principle, but the ability of the 
two m@a who gerve on the commission 
board. These men have been tested 
and weighed in more than one munici- 
pal issue; and they have not proved to 
the satisfaction of the public their 
ability to deal with the large interesty 
of a growing city. os ~ ~ 
“The policy in Calgary throughout 
the year has been to prune off the 
powers of the commission, not because 
the more responsible work now under- 
taken in the council chamber could’ not 
have been done by the commissivn 
pody ,but in view of the personneil. ot 
the board that is now in office.” ~ 

It is worthy of note that the papers 
agree that the cause of the unsatisfac- 
tory adminigtration is not the system 
of governinent by commissioners but 
the personnell of the commissioner and 


the attitude of the city coun- 
cil toward the commissioners. 


Neither gees in the circumstances 
a sign of the failure of the system. 
Presumably neither doubts that with a 
yualified commission and a well dis- 
posei ccuncil the system would be found 
efficient and satisfactory. It. is well 
that this should be clearly understood 


by the ratepayers of every city 
governed by a commission. This 
form of civic administration has 


been very widely adopted in the west 
in recent years and it is desirable that 
it should be understood that the first 
abanddnment of the system is not  be- 
Cause of a recognized failure in. the 
principle itself but becausa of a lack of 
judgment in the application of that 
principie. 

The causes to which is attributed the 
failure of the system in Calgary would 
wreck any system in Calgary.or. else-. 
where and are by no means exclusively 


peculiar to the city of Calgary. Lack 
}of ability, tact and experience 
bon the ‘part of commissioners 


i 

| must be fatal to efficiency, but. not 
|more certainly or speedily fatal 
than a needlessly hostile attitude of 
a city council toward. the board or its 
members. The commissioners should be 
heid to the full measure of their re- 
sponsibility by the city" council but 
this is very different from saying they 
should be made the victims of alder- 
manic badgering. The commissioners 
aré the employees of the city council 
who in turn are the board of direc- 
tors for the city ,and presuming the 
fitness of the commissioners for their 
position the council will get from them 
jugt the kind of service it deserves. 
The council which will back up its 
commissioners is likely to get in return 
loyal gervice which will make the ad- 
ministration run smoothly, but the 
} council whoge members find in their 
elective capacity only the opportunity 
,for asserting their authority over the 
commissioners are likely to get little 
efficiency into the public service and 
| little satisfaction out of it. 

| It ghould be recollected too that the 
less clearly the duties of the commis- 
sioners are specified in city char- 
ter or by-law the more are the com- 
missioners forced to rely upon their 
judgment ag to where their duties end 
and where their authority ceases, and 
incong8quence the more deserving are 
they of consideration at the hands of 
the council. To say the least it is 
scarcfly good taste fora council wh'ch 
;cannot exactly define the duties of a 
board of commissioners to its own 
satisfaction to hastily censure the 
commissioners for not being able to 
satisfactorily interpret those duties 
for it.
